Though the days are short, more labor 
ay be performed with a sled in December, 

han in February or March, when the snows 
re drifted in heaps, or when the sun has 
made black patches in the pathway. 

While the ground is bare, the opportunity 
hould be improved to pick up the broken and 
cattered wood in the forest, when it is yet 
yorth something for fuel, but nothing is saved 
n this way, unless we can get it without 
breaking down the young growth of wood. 

It is now generally agreed that the best 
ode of cutting wood, is toclear a lot com- 
letely, and let the new growth have a fair 
tart, unobstructed by tall and branching trees 
bf an older growth. When a lot is designed 
lor wood merely, without regard to timber, 
ye gain by cutting while the wood is young 
the wood is better—it is more easily pre- 
ared for the fire—and the new shoots from 
young stump, are much more vigorous than 


rom an old one.

Sir, I cannot say I am pleased with the ti- 
tle of your paper, but indulge a hope that it 
will be exchanged for that of the New Eng- 
Jand Farmer and Miscellany of Agriculture. 

My observations relative to the culture of 
potatoes are not numerous; | have been of 
the opinion that those planted in new pasture 
or grass land require a smaller quantity of 
manure than those raised on old fields, not 
allowed to lie fallow. I also think that when 
potatoes are ripe for digging if the tops are 
green,they should, after digging, be complete- 
ly covered: Butif they are dry, they should 
be burnt within two or three days. 

The few remarks made in the Maine Far- 
mer relative to the culture of parsnips seem 
judicicus. Many years since, I suppose, lime 
was made in Camden, Maine, and have been 
informed that the inhabitants of that town 
raised parsnips of very large size, and in
